Washlnfton, Sept. 27— The war de- 
partment has ordered that at least two 
medical officers shall always be left on 
duty wltb each volunteer regiment, in- 
otailtet a surgeoa witb tke rank of 
major, and all re^imenta will be al- 
lowed four hospital tents and field fur- 
niture to equip them for a rcglttie&tal 
hospital for each regiment 

The reculatloaa relative to the burial 
of odIcMrs killed in action or who die 
on duty In the field, at military posts, 
or wlien traveling under orders, havo 
been amended so as to provide that the 
remains may be transported to the 
homes of relatives if they so desire, or 
to the nearest military post for burial. 
That expense will be paid from the ap- 
propriation for traBBportation, and the 
allewanee fur other eXptllMl hM bMD 
increased to |76. 

Soldiers inKerinc eenflnenent by 
■enteBM of court martt«], but not dis- 
honorably discharged, belonging to vol- 
unteer organization, have Ijjen oid^rrd 
paroled while their regiments are on 
furlough preparatory to beiag muster- 
ed out, anc the unexecuted parts of 
their sentences are declared remitted. 

In the few cases where battalion ad- 
jutants and battalion sergeants major 
have entered the service as part of 
state organizations, the d^artment 
has ordered that they be paid as regi- 
mental ofllcers, but vacancies omn- 
rlng In those places are not to be tilled 
by appointment, else the appointee will 
receive only thee ompany pay. 

Tie piiy of a chaplain of volunteers 
is fixed at that of a captain mounted. 

Volunteers who were not paid for 
the period l)Ptw(>en the date of muster 
in are now ordered to be paid at the 
mt piy ton at Ihelr command. 

Snnt for Bradrnril. 

Washington, Sept 27.— The first 
word that has come to Washington 
Uom the American members of the 
peace commission since their depart- 
ure, save a brief announcement cf ar- 
rival In England, was rcieived at the 
navy department being a l ablegram 
requesting that CapUin Bradford, chief 
of the equtp'foent bareau, be sent at 
once to Paris to assist the commission.

Be Seat to Spain.

Havana, Sept 27. — The remains of 
Christopher Columbus were removed 
from thSlr niche In the eathedral pre- 
paratory to their shipment to Spain. 
They had laid In their -late resting 
place since .January 19, 1796, when they 
were brought from Santo Domingo, 
that island having boen osded to 
France by Spain. 

Since the date mentioned the remains 
had laid in open niche in the wall of 
the presbytery of the cathedral, a yard 
and a half dibove the ground, between 
a pillory supporting the main arch and 
the choir. 

In 1892 there was placed In front nf 
the niche a slab representing In relief 
a bust of the grc.nt admiral, and bear- 
ing this inscription in Spanish: "May 
the Remains and Image of the Oreat 
Columbus Lie a Thousand Centuries 
Preserved In This Urn and in tho Re- 
membrance of Our Xation." 

After the four hundredth anniver- 
sary of the discovery of the new world 
by Columbus the Spanish cortes includ- 
ed In Ihe Cuban budge large sums for 
the purpose (if ere<-tin;T a !if>inR monu- 
ment syir^ollzing the travels of the 
discoverer, to be placed In the most 
conspicuous place ik Havana, and the 
construction of a mausoleum to hold 
his ashes. 

This mausoleum, the work of the 
Spanish sculptor Melida, was brouglit 
to Havana and placed upon a base 
erected In the center aisle of the ea- 
thedral, closet o the main doer. Th" 
monument will probably never be built

Mr. Roosevelt, arrlve<l here, and Is 
positive that bis candidate hu.s an al- 
most clear field. 

It was prstty well decided that Gov- 
ernor Black will not go to the conven- 
tion. His friends are urging him to do 
so. but up to this time he has stoutly 
maintained that It Would BOt bt OB- 
digniflcd. 

One of the first callers on the gov- 
ernor was Frank Piatt and following 
a pleasant conversation with him, the 
governor cordially received Mr. De- 
pew, Senator Kllsworth and several 
others of the Piatt forces. 

Later Mr. Piatt Mr. Payn and Gov- 
ernor Black met and had a very plsan- 
ant conversation. The fact that the 
platform will Indorse Oovernor Black's 
admlnlstntkm It Indicative of good 
feeling. 

The leaders of the party put the fin- 
ishing touches on the platform, and 
fhat document Is ready to be reported 

to thee onv-ntion. 

It v.-ill be one nf the hriefe.st plat- 
forms ever adopted by a liepublie;;.! 
state conveiition, coniprislng not more 
than 1,000 wards. The docanoat win 
not ben ade public until It Is reported 
to the convention. 

The platform will Indorse the al-

.4uother Decisioa oo tbe Subjitet By Judfe 
Gaitrell At Prukfart 



Fbankfobt, Ky., bept 26.— In the Oir- 
cult Oourt here Satarday Jadge Oantrell 
decided that the Loui.sville banks niint 
pay taxea for the years IbUo aud ma like 
other property ownen, inatead of the 76 
cents tax to the State, in Ilea o( all other 
taxes. 

The LouisTllIe tax oollectors asked for 
a mandamus to oompel State Auditor 
Stone to certify an ad valorem aaaess* 
tiu iit of tiie banks for those two yean, 
and the mandamus waa granted. 

Judge Payntor's opinion holding the 
seventy-flve-cent bank tax law unconsti* 
tutional was delivered last year, and the 
banks contended that they bad to pay 
only an ad valorem tax after tUat dtn i- 
sion was rendered, but Judge Oantrell 
holds thai ia effaot the Paynter deoiakm 
dates back to 180.5, the year of the prior 
decision, which held the reverse of the 
Paynter decision.
